Appointee Who Knows Only En- 
glish Soon Has to Abandon 
Work in Oil Town, 


Louis Durosko is taking the census 
in 10 languages in Benbow City, John 
D. Rockefeller’'s new Illinois town, near 
the Missouri's mouth. ‘ 

A man who speaks only English was 
first put to taking the census, which 
is for the purpose of enabling the place 
to get postal facilities. 

“If I find any that can’t speak Eng- 
lish, I'll drum up interpreters,” he re- 
marked confidently as he started out. 
But at the first place which he visited 
there was neither English-speaking resi- 
dent nor interpreter, and when the #is- 
itor managed to make it understood 
that he was working for the “Govern- 
ment,” and wanted. theft names, the 
tenants went inside and barred the 
doors. He learned afterward that they 
thought he was going to make an in- 
spection to see if too many persons 
were living in the house,. and perhaps 
to make some of them move. 

After the first appointeé had turned 
in his badge, Durosko was selected. He 
speaks English, Italian, Greek, Hun- 
garian, Armenian, Servian, Croatian, 
German, Russian and Yiddish. Thus far 
he has managed to get the work done. 
He says he ‘expects to find about 600 
inhabitants, of whom 175 speak more or 
less—mostly less—-English.

Proposed Ordinance Takes in Area 


Three Times as Great as 


at Present. 


President O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements,’ who. will send to 
the Municigal Assembly an ordinance 
extending the district 'n which wires 
must be laid underground, declares that 
most of the streets to be named in 
his measure already contain conduits 
owned by electric lighting companies, 
which removes the necessity of exien- 
sive reconstruction.

“George seemed happy that night. But 
the next morning my daughter-in-law 
said she had changed her mind.

“Three times in the last month per- 
sons have rowed over from the Illinois 
shore and tried to take Josephine,” she 
said. ‘ane last attempt was made 
Thursday night. A man and a woman 
were in the skiff.

The woman 
jumped from the skiff and caught tne 
child by the arm. Josephine screamed 
and I ran out and forced the woman 


to let her go. The woman get in the

Circuit Attorney Sager presented his! 
argument in support of his request for 
a gubpena duces tecum commanding 
the Board of Election Commissioners to 
bring before the grand jury the ballot 
boxes of the Third, Fifth, Sixteenth and 
Twenty-second wards, Tuesday, saying 
that the integrity of the ballot was of 
infinitely more importance than its se- 
crecy.

Section 32.states 
that the primary must be conducted 
along the lines of an election, and that 
x fraud at a primary would still be a 
fraud at a primary and not at an eleo- 
tion. His argument occupied the atten- 
tien of the court from 11 o’clock till the 
noon recess and Judge Allen took the 
case under advisement. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sager’s argu- 
ment Joseph Furling, a lawyer, spoke 
briefly against having the ballet boxes 
opened. 

Judge Allen then asked if any one 
present desired to introduce a counter 
argument to Mr. Sager. The court was 
well filled with prominent lawyers and 
politicians, but there was no response 
and Judge Allen adjourned court saying 
that he would reserve his decision until 
Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Politiciang Hear Argument. 

During Mr. Sager’s argument politi- 
clans large and small listened inside the 
court and some of them peeped through 
the courtroom doors, but did not enter. 
Election Commissioners Schnurmacher 
and Skinker and Secretary Elisterman 
were inside the rall, but Mr. Maroney 
was not there.

FROM KIRKWOOD 


Women Join in Seeking Negro 
Who Is Suspected of 
Abducting Her. 


In search of 14-year-old Nellie Niena- 
ber, bélieved to have been kidnaped, 200 
residents of Kirkwood and the adjoin- 
ing subdivision of Meacham Park, in St. 
Louis County, tramped through the 
thickly-wooded surrounding country all 
night. 

At daylight others joined in the search, 
but no trace of the girl has béen found. 


The party that started out Monday 
night used dogs to ald them in tracking 
the girl. Women joined men in the all- 
night quest, many of them carrying lan- 
terns and torches. 
A Sheriff's posse is being organized in 
Clayton, following’ Mrs. Nienaber’s state- 
ment that she fears that. a negro 
catried away the girl. 
Nellie was adopted by “Mrs. Nienaber 
five years ago from the orphanage of 
the Children’s Home Society of Missouri. 
Vazishes From an Orchard. 
Monday afternoon Mrs, Nienaber sent 
the girl into the orchard to pick pears. 
She has never secn her since she walked 
down the path toward the orchard, 
swinging a busket in either hand and 
singing. 
She was clad in a gingham house 
cress and wereja white sunbonnet. Mrs. 
Nienaber says she thought Nellie would 
return fron the orghard in an hour, as 
the pear ‘roes are only a quarter of a 
mile from the house. 

When Nellie did not return for supper 
Mrs. Nienaber told neighbors. 

When darkness fell a volunteer posse 
was formed and the all-night search 
was begun. 

Suspects a Negro Hanger-On. 

“I cannot help suspecting a certain 
negro who has been hanging around our 
place,”’ said Mrs. Nienaber Tuesday. “‘He 
has been In trouble often and he seldom 
works. Yesterday afternoon, not long 
after Nellie left the house, I saw him 
on the road near the lane leading to the 
orchard.” 

Mrs. Nienaber gave the county author- 
ities the negro’s name, but they refused 
to divulge it. 

Tuesday afternoon Jackson Long, a 
negro, was arrested while at work on 
a new building near the Nienaber home. 
After he had denied knowledge of the 
whereabouts of Miss Nienaber, he was 
taken to ..ayton to be held pending fur- 
ther investigation.

Browns cannot get within twist- 
ing distance of the Tigers’ tail. Bald 
and unsympathetic, the collectior. 
rumerals whose business ic is to set 
forth the batting performances of basc- 
bail teams and indivicvals, refuse to 
eoncede a point to the Browns and in- 
sist that the team is not in the same 
class with Detroit in that most impor- 
tant of ail departments to a champin- 
ship team—batting. 

Statistics show many comparisons in 
this one department which put St. Louts 
in an entirely secondary light, as com- 
pared with the Tigers. Following are 
some of the more important differences: 

Detroit, counting only the regu ar 
team and the best batting pitcher and 
catcher, has a club batting average of 
.271; St. Louis of .251. 

Counting all the players‘on both clubs, 
the figures are: Detroit, .266; St. Louis, 


244. 
Detroit has two regulars batting over 


.300—Cobb, .845; Rossman, ag St. Louls 
thas no regulars hitting .300. 
The percentage difference between 


the Tigers’ best hitter and Stone, the 
Browns’ best regular member, is .062. 
but 219. 

Detroit has three batters who are one, 
two, three in the race for extra base 
hits. 

In the first 2 of extra base hitters 
Detroit men have rapped the ball for a 
total of 410 extra bases; St. Louis for 
but 219. 

In 117 fewer times at bat this season, 
Detroit players have mace 42 more hits 
than the Browns and scored 70 more 
runs. 

Figures Belittle Browna. 

That tells the story—the Browns’ work 
is good, but the figures do not give the 
club a look-in, if the relative work of 
the teams remains the same. 

Besides this, the averages convict the 
Browns in other respects, as in stolen 
bases. Detroit has 106, against 81 for 
St. Louis, and in sacrifice hits numbers 
139 to 119 for the Browns. 

Incidentally, the Browns are doing 
miserably in the matter of pilfered 
bases, tying with the Athietics, in this 
respect, for tail-end honors. However, 
this is one division of baseball statis- 
tics that does not mean much. AS a 
matter of record, New York has burned 
up the League in siolen sacks, 152 being 
its grand total. Chicago and Cleveland 
come next before the League leaders, 
Detroit, get a mention. 

And Detroit ts supposed to have one 
of the best clubs in base running of ail 
the League. 

McAleer is not looking to bolster up 
his club. He s looa.ng to Emmett 
Heidrick and te Schweitzer—two men 
who, if they can come back to form 
during the present trip, will put the 


Browns back on, the map in both hit- 
ting and base nning. They are so 
badly needei that, although Heidrick is 
fresh from bucolic pursuits, and 
Schweitzer is still nursing a bad leg, 
both will probably go into the fray 
before the club leaves New York, pos- 
sibly earlier. The work of this pair 
spells pennant to McAleer. 

ONNIE MACK, that lean fox of 
the American League, is taking 
steps that probably mean. the 

closing of one of the most famous ca- 
reers in major league baseball—that of 
vames Collins, one time peerless third 
baseman and leader of the famed Bos- 
ton champions. Mack has signed a rare 
bunch of infield and outfield material 
and critics here say Collins can no 
longer keep up his end with live young- 
sters, and is sure to be released. Col- 
lins, unless he can be manager, will 
not play ball in the minors, so he says, 
and s0 one more of the stalwarts of 
the diamond seems about to be shov- 
eled out into the ashbin of oblivion. 

In his day Collins was spoken of in 
connection with third base as Mike Kel- 
ly was with the backstopping end. 

HIRD BASEMAN MANUSH ofthe 
Columbus (Miss.) team is the 
particular star who, it is ex- 

pected, will hold down Collins’ corner 
next year. Manush will not report 
until Aug. 20, according to ‘Connie 
Mack. About this time an influx of 
new players will reach Philadelphia, 
and the Athletics will come West with 
an extremely altered line-up—*‘the 
easier to beat them,” as Manager Mc- 
Aleer commented ,when he heard the 
news,

McAleer says he has not 
bought Paul Cobb of Joplin and 
doesn’t want him, particularly; and 
that he never heard of Clarence Wan- 
der, both of whom O'Connor is sup- 
posed to have signed. Big Keith, the 
Oxford scholar, will not do, according 
to those who know baseball players, 
while the wildwood wonder Tessreau, 
is just a mere guess. O’Connor has 
made surprisingly little headway on 
his scouting trip and thus 1909 prom- 
ises little novelty in the Browns’ en- 
semble.

“Mrs. Hains was screaming, ‘My God, 
Pete, don't shoot! I can’t die nagv! Let 
go me,’ and when we overpowered her 
husband he yelled ‘Let me go, I'll finish 
her now!’ ~He told the Lieutenant what 
Annis had done and swore to kill him. 

“*That man Annis, who was any 
friend, I thought,’ he said, ‘has wrecked 
my home. She has confessed it and I 
shall kill her if I get a-ehance, And 

» Just wait until I get at that cur Annis.’

Brothers Are Confident. 

No move will be made today against 
the Hains brothers. Both today are in 
Long Island City Jail. They are sald 
40 have taken thelr arrest very coolly 
and are confident their story of Annis’ 
‘acts will prove their justification. 

Though Capt. Hains may have har- 
borec a grievance geainst Annis for 
pome time, it is knewn now that the 
two were friendly after the army offi- 
eer’a burried return from the Philip- 
pines and that they dined and went out 
together in the publisher's automobile. 

May 22 Capt. Mains and Annis were 
out in an automobile with two women 
who, the police betieve, were Mrs. Hains 
and Mrs. Annis. 

A motorcycle policeman arrested the 
party for speeding on Ocean .arkway. 
The case was postponed in court and 
is still on the calendar. 

The party was in Mr. Annis’ autome- 
bile and the police held Annis in $100 
bail, Annis only had $2, so the police 
werd about to lock him up when Capt. 
Hains stepped forward and handed the 


, 


prisoner four $20 gold pieces, thus ob- 
taining his release. 
Hains and Annis Friendly. 

After Peter Hains returned from the 
Philippines in response to his brother's 
reports concerning the wife’s alleged 
wrongdoing he is said to have had sev- 
eral conferences with Annis and to have 
told Annis he was convinced that an in- 
justice had been done him. He and 
Annis and their wives dined together at 
least once after his return. 

Jenkins Hains is alleged to have ridi- 
culed his brother for weakness in a 
crisis and to have forced the confer- 
ence that ended with the wife signing 
a confession of wrongdoing. Mrs. Hains 
says she was shockingly maltreated, 
cursed and bruised until she signed the 
paper, not realizing its contents. 

Said Matter Was Patched Up. 

The reason that Annis refused to be- 
lieve the warning letters became appar- 
ent when Charles Birchfield, one of 
Annis’ closest friends, said that Annis 
told him last Thursday: 

“T have seen Hains and the whole 
matter has been patched up. He now 
believes that I have been entirely inno- 
cent of any wrong doing with his wife. 
The divorce has been dropped and that 
is the last I'll hear of it.” 

The District Attorney is convinced 
that if Hains allowed Annis to under- 
stand that he had forgiven Annis’ al- 
leged escupades with his wife, it was 
only a subterfuge to throw Annis off 
his guard. 

“I am working on the theory that T. 
Jenkins Hains was atthe bottom of the 
tragedy,’’ admitted Mr. Darrin. “I have 
received information that makes me 
think so. Right notv, J cannot go into

Acquittal of T. J. Hains 
Unpopular at. Trial 


By Wire From the Wasbington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Andrew 
Lipscombe, one of the most noted crim- 
inal lawyers in this section and one of 
the prosecutors of T.Jenkins Hains in his 
trial for murder of his chum, Hannegan, 
at Hampton Roads 17 years ago, taiked 

freely today about that case. 

‘In my opinion, Thornton Hains, or 
T. Jenkins Hains, as he is now known, 
is one of the most dangerous men I 
have ever known,”’ said Mr. Lipscombe. 
“He has the spirit and the temper of the 
devil. His idea.of his duty toward his 
fellowmen appears to be that he was 
created to rule. ' 

“In addressing the jury I explained 
the killing on the theory of Hains’ vio- 
lent, dictatorial temper, and what I have 
read of his literary works since that 
time leads me to a stronger conviction 
than ever that I was right. if tile ac- 
counts of his sailing expeditions are 
right, he {s absolutely fearless and 
rather courts than avoids danger, and 
proceeds upon the assumption that he 
was put into the world to rule or kill. 

“All the facts brought out since the 
trouble between Peter Hains and his 
wife became public talk, indicate to me 
that Thornton fs the man who planned 
and drove the captain to this manner of 
taking revenge.”’ 

When Thornton Hains shot and killed 
Ned Hannegan he was acquitted, but 
the acquittal did not in any fashion 
satisfy the public mind. Two men had 
been out on the water in a canoe. The 
canoe had come ashore with one of the 
men lying dead at the feet of the other. 
‘“Self-defense’’ was the plea, but there 
was only the testimony of young Hains 
to support it. Washington was not a 
desirable place of residence for young 
Hains after his acquittal. 

That trial of young Hains was not 
without its exciting features. Judge 
Gunton presided in the dingy little 
courtroom in Hampton, between Fort- 
ress Monroe and Newport News, and 
the trial, which lasted a week, stirred 
that section of Virginia like a race riot. 

Robley D. Evans, now a Rear Admiral, 
was one of the witnesses called and he 
testified that young Hains had shot 
Hannegan while Hannegan was pad- 
diing the canoe. Hains testified that 
he had shot tiannegan in self-defense, 
while Hannegan was threatening to 
strike him with the paddle. The kill- 
ing occurred in Hampton Roads, just 
in front of “Fighting Bob’’ Evans’ quar- 
ters, and in plain sight. 

Jurorg Were Denounced, 


The people of that section did not 
accept the acquittal with equanimity. 
It was not a popular verdict. The town 
was posted with handbills denouncing 
the jury and the newspapers were far 
more hostile than is customary in a 
region where an unkind word is |ikely 
to make a man dodge bullets or become 
the recipient of funeral eulogies. 

Indignation meetings were held and 
at one of these Attorney Lispscombe, 
one of the most eloquent orators in the 
South, flayed the jury mercilessly for 
the verdict that had been given. 

Later Booker Jones, a member of the 
jury, accompanied by his two brothers 
and a friend, went after Mr. Lipscombe 
in the lobby of the Hygeira Hotel, but 
Mr. Lipscombe was armed, and started 
a little fusiiading on his own account, 
while Mrs. Lipscombe, to the wild sur- 
prise of everyone present, flashed a pis- 
tol, and so disconcerted Jones and his 
allies they fied from the place. 

There are still traces of the bad feel- 
ing of those days to be observed in O14 
Point Comfort, Hampton and Newport 
News. There have been several shoot- 
ings over that Hains verdict and this 
latest affair is likely to lead to more 
trouble around the shores of Hamp- 
ton Roads than in New York.

‘The last case in which an officer was 
accused of murdering a civilian arose 
at Pittsburg, where Lieut. Drury of the 
First Infantry ordered a soldier to fire 
at a man stealing copper roofing from 
an arsenal building. The Lieutenant 
and soldier pursued the fleeing civilian 
beyond the militdry reservation and he 
was shot in the city of Pittsburg. 

Drury and the soldier were indicted, 
tried and acquitted.

KEY TO FAIR ELECTIONS. 

If the ballot boxes in some of the voting pre- 
cinets of this city have been stuffed, if there has 
been fraudulent counts, it is important to get at 
the facts and punish the rascals: If under the 
law the evidence is obtainable no labor or means 
should be spared to obtain it. | 

But what is even more important than the oa⸗ 
posure of crimes in the primary élections and 
the punishing of criminals for past offenses, is 
the assurance that similar c‘imes Will not be 
committed in the general elections. The crimes 
deséribod as having been indicated by testimony 
in the grand fury room could not have been com- 
mitted without the connivanc>, assistance, or, at 
least, the consent of the judges of election in the 
precincts where the offenses occurred. Ballot- 
box stuffing and fraudulent counting cannot be 
accomplished without co-operation in the election 
commissioners’ office, or on the part of judges 
and clerks election. The possibility of re- 
peating is reduced to a minimum with honest, 
competent judges and clerks. 

The responsibility for honest elections except in 
so far as police co-operation to maintain order 
at the polls ig necessary, rests with the Board of 
Election Commissioners. Although the Commis- 
sioners are limited in the choice of judges and 
clerks in each ward to residents of the ward, cer- 
tainly énough honest and competent men to fill 
these important positions can be found in each 
ward, if the field is carefully searched and the 
selections are made with care. 

Gov. Folk should promptly fill the vacancy at 
the head of the Board caused by Mr. Maroney’s 
resignation with a competent and honest man 
who will co-operaté with Commissiofier Skinker 
in selecting the right kind of Democratic judges 
and clerks. Commissioner Schnurmacher is re- 
sponsible for the Republican selections; Good 
judges and clerks in each precinct will assure 
honest elections. Their selection is the key to 
fair elections.

It is proposed by the National Child-Labor Commit- 
tee to ask Congress to establish a bureau in one of 
the departments of our Governmént devotéd exclu- 
sively to our most valuable natural asset, “the Ameri- 
can chiid."' The need of such a bureau has long been 
felt. The United States stands alone among the great 
civilized nations tn its apparent apathy towards its 
children. All the great nationg have for years suc- 
cessfully conducted such Bureaus, and they have fen- 
dered most valuable service to their governments. We 
need systematic and co-ordinated inquiry, tnvestiga- 
tion and reports in the form of bulletins available 
as a basis for legislative and administrative action by 
State and municipal officials and by the private phii- 
authropic societies. Such a buretu would investigate 
everything that pertains to the health; vigor; physical 
well-being and efficiency of children, and would thus 
begin where a health bureau stops—ofphanage, 1i-

system, with the broad issues which this involves and 
the great problems of child labor.

When 
he hears of tariffs, trusts and high 
finance, he decides that what methods 
are good for big countries are good for 
little ones; if he looks after his friends, 
he knows of others who are doing like- 
wise; but he is learning. Castro is 
eager for work and for knowledge; it 
he is allowed to govern the country, 
the land cannot fail to become pros- 
Peace is all it needs; any peace- 
ful government, however bad, is better 
than revolution. Castro may not be the 
most enlightened statesman Europe or 
the United States might select, and, 
from our point of view, he may not 
be the best president, but he is the 
only kind of president capable of lead- 
ing Venezuela into the place she is 
worthy of occupying among South 
American nations. Castro, when he 
recovers from the Intoxication of power, 
will grow more liberal, and the count 
will learn meanwhile the peaceful ar 
of industrialism; but if he is cast out 
either by discontent at home or 
machinations abroad, and if another 
revolution comes to destroy the little 
faith and peace still left, God help 
Venezuela!

HEART HAD STOPPED 





Body Ordered to Dead House 
Before Doctor Began Suc- 
cessful Experiments. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Oscar Culver 
Was dead for three minutes in the 
‘Eastern District Hospital, Brooklyn, 
yesterday. Then by means of a power- 
ful heart stimulant and artificial res- 
Piration to get his lungs into play 
again, the doctors brought him back to 
oiife. His heart was beating and he was 
‘breathing this morning, but his hold on 
life was most precarious. His wife, who 
had engaged an undertaker, informed 
him later that his services would not 
be needed—yet Culver lingered alive all 
might, but died today. 

Culver was 29 years old; his home was 
in Williamsburg. He had been in bad 
health a long time, but up to four weeks 
ago he worked in the rolling mill of the 
fron works owned by Frederick W. 
Wurster, a former Mayor of Brooklyn. 
His physician found that Culver had 
consumption of the lungs, complicated 
by rheumatism, and a fortnight ago had 
him removed to the hospital. 


Pronounced Dead by Nursze. 
“Oscar Culver is déad,’’ announced 


Miss Josephine Ryan, a trained nurse, 
who had been nursing Culver, as she 
entered the office of Dr. Wilgand, su- 
perintendent of the hospital, yesterday. 
it can be said, without reflecting on 
Miss Ryan's ability as a nurse, that 
she is familiar with the signs of death, 
and that, when she said Culver was 
dead, she was certain of it. 

“Hiave the body taken to the dead 
house in the basement,’ repiled Dr. 
Wilgand. “Notify his widow itmmedi- 
ately, and tell her to bring an under- 
taker.”’ 

It happened luckily for 
Dr. Michael Jaffer of the visiting staff 
was in Dr. Wilgand’s office. Dr. Jaf- 
fer, of course, bellevéd Culver was dead, 
but he said: 

“T want to see that body. It's an op- 
portunity for me to try an experiment 
I've been making.”’ 

Heart Started by Strychnine. 

Dr. Jafford hurriedly injected under the 
gkin and over the heart of the seeming 
corpse one-tenth of a grain of strych- 
nine, which, given hypodermically, is a 
mighty big. dose of the most powerful 
muscle stimulant; it would throw many 
a healthy child into tetanic convulsions. 
Instantly, too, Dr. Jafford performed 
artificial respiration; 
and empty Culver’s lungs 
’ geally, as in natural breathing. 

Three minutes hed passed since Miss 
Ryan had thought Culver had died, 
when he sighed ever so faintly. All the 
doctors in the hospital instantly heard 
the astounding news and hurried to his 
cot; they relieved each other itn keeping 
up artificial respiration. Pretty soon: Dr. 
Jafford, listening intently, heard Cul- 
ver’s heart tiutter; then, feeling his 
radial artery, the doctor detected a slow, 
weak pulse. 

Gradually Culver breathed less weak- 
ly and his heart beat more regularly. 
Then he opened his eyes and stared 
fixedly into the world from which, by 
all the signs known to medical men, he 
had made his exit. 

Mrs. Culver soon arrived with the un- 
‘dertaker, who amiably congratulatea 
her on the fact that she was not a 
widow.
